And y-)t we see dirty 
and greasy floors in tho ergine room; the 
examination of a safety valve often re- 
quires the use of a lamp; pipes leak steam 
and water; bearings are without dripping 
pan?, bolts are \vithontgnarda and occa- 
sionally cent a patient to tho hospital; 
ateam pipes are rusty for want of paint; 
rooms are hot and poorly tentilatod; the 
machinery is crowded; th,-, passages are 
narrow; windows aro unwtshac1; light li 
muted; grease and dirt are plentiful, and 
uoiso from unrepaired machinery adds to 
Iho general discomfort. 


Wo charge the whole of suoh neglect 


and carelessness on. proprietors, because if 
hey would employ intelligent and compe- 
:eut assistants who understand their busi- 
ness, and took a pride in the oare and ap- 
pearance of machinery, there would be a 
vast difference ia the general neatness and 
;:ood appearance of tho works. In addi- 
tion to this, a salutary influence would 
soon be observed in the health, conduct, 
und feelings of 
the employees.

facturers enforcing thorough clenlineas, 
constant watchfulness, frequent examina- 
tion, and immediate reports of ail and 
everything that gets to bo dangerous about 
their machinery, or that requires repair;

instances where machinery receives the 
attention it dctaands, there we notice an 
amount of satisfaction and honorable pride 
on the* part cf both employer and employes.

Later and -fuller 
detail*, however, intensify the calamity 
which has befallen this moat unhappy 
people. ' The oppression of the rulers in 
impoeisg enormous taxes; ire are now told. 
haa united with an extensive f ailnre of 
the 0105* to raise to an extravagant, de- 
gree the'price of grain. The people in the 
oppieeted provinces had meantime left 
theii homes and flocked into the cities to 
e*cape the ruinous taxation. At an; time 
it might have been difficult to make pro- 
vision for these an usual numbers. .With 
the failure ol the harvest in the great food 
producing districts, and the rise of grain 
to nine time* ita normal price, famine be- 
came inevitable, and eeeuu to have smit- 
ten the hsplesaJPersiana with more than 
it* usual agonie?. 


Bat what make* thii case to peculiarly 


heart-rending u that the victims are abso- 
lutely bejond the reach of relief. In the 
race of the civilized world, and almost in 
the garden of this teeming earth, they 
man perish, helplessly at.4 bopeUnly of 
hunger. Their beasts of burden have long 
been eaten, and there are now no means of 
transporting supplies, even if these were 
procurable. At best, with the ordinary 
facilities, thi* would involve a six weeks 
journey to the afflicted districts. The un- 
happy wretches have not even the resource 
ol flight, for to guard ogamst the danger 
of pestilence the Russian Government has 
placed «> cordon of troops along the frontier 
to turn back the fugitives. So inside that 
pitiles* wall ol steel, men, women aud 
children in thousands must die a dreadful 
and agonizing death. Even if supplies 
should be sent, a* they doubtless will be 
bom all quarter*, it u scarcely possible 
that they can arrive in titse to save more 
tham a small portion of the sufferers.
